MANILA, Dec. 22.—UP)— 


(5:05 pm.,—3:05 a.m. EST) 
—W—Hard - fighting Am- 
erican and Filipino soldiers 
are more than holding their 
own against a swarm of 
thousands of Japanese sol- 
diers unloading f r o m 80 
transports off the Llngayeri gate- 
way to Manila, It was announced 
officially today. 


The Far Eastern command de- 
clared tanks were being used In 
the heavy

bloody fighting 
along a stretch of sheltered coast- 
line some 100 miles northwest of 
the Philippine capital. The Amer- 
icans long have anticipated the 
Japanese would attempt a major- 
landing there and were waiting for 


-While the fighting went on un- 


abated on-the shore, a spokesman 
at the Far Eastern command head- 
quarters said rumors were heard 
of the sinking of Japanese trans- 
ports in Lingayen Gulf. He added, 
however, that the rumors had not 
been verified and that there had 
been no new advices from the 
northern front. 
• The Japanese invaded the Lin- 
gayen Gulf area of Luzon Island 
in force this afternoon, only to 
meet stiff opposition from the Am- 
ericans and Flllppinos in that stra- 
tegic area, which constitutes the 
northern gateway to Manila. 


It was announced officially that 
at one point the.Japanese attempt- 
ed to land forces from the trans- 
ports under the guns of destroyers, 
| but they were driven off by heavy 
guns of the U. S. Far Eastern 
army and a'landing In that sector 
was prevented. 


SrMaoArthur, commander of the 
'.' S. army in the Far East, In giv- 
ing supplemental advices to this 
correspondent remarked 
"I have 
good news for you." 
He said the American and Fili- 
pino forces engaged in the crash- 
ing battle were "behaving well."

The fuehrer's stroke, taken at 
an hour when he himself declared 
Germany's battle was fast becom- 
ing Us "culminating and turning 
point," created a sensation when 
It was disclosed last night in dls: 
patches from Berlin. 


Observers In this neutral capital, 
seeking an explanation for a move 
which they believed must have not 
only profound causes, but vital con- 
sequences, saw these possibilities: 
1. That the German reverses in 


Russia—which Berlin has discount- 
ed as a strategic withdrawal to 
winter holding positions—actually 
are so serious that Hitler has lost 
faith in his army command. 


2. That a serious rift has devel- 


oped between German army lead- 
ers and Nazi party chieftains on 
a question of strategy. 


3. That the whole maneuver is 
a feint—a piece of Nazi trickery 
designed to distract the attention 
of Germany's enemies from some 
new move now In the process of 
making, such as an invasion of 
England, an attack upon Turkey 
or a thrust through Spain toward 
Gibraltar. 
Hitler Gave No Clue. 
Hitler himself gave no clue to 
the real reasons 
for his move, 
though some quarters attached sig- 
nificance to his prefatory1 state- 
ment that "the campaign In the 
East 
has 
assumed 
proportions 
which exceeded all past notions."

The senate later approved legis- 
lation to Increase the authorized 
enlisted strength of the navy from 
300,000 to 500,000 and to raise tho 
limit on the Marine Corps from 
80,000 to 104,000 mon. The meas- 
ure now goes to the house.

would not be done as before and 
a Aid: "We are going to run this 
show from now on," after pointing 
out that we will not believe thi 
other fellow's promises. 
Dr. H. R. Dudgeon of Waco, for- 
mer president of the state medical 
association; Dr. Jenkins, 
Waco; 


Dr, H. L. Crossthwalte, Waco, and 
a. number of local physician* also 
appeared on the program. 
College Changes. 


Dr. Buie referred to the four- 
quarter system 
inaugurated 
In 


medical colleges throughout 
the 


nation to turn out physicians for 


i medical officers In three years in- 
stead of the customary four under 
the old system, and said the draft 
would defer 
those medical stu- 
dents. 


The. banquet Friday night was 


the forty-second annual affair of 
the Navarro society. Dr. "Will Mill- 
er was toastmaster. The arrange- 
ments, committee was composed of 
Dra. C. S. Stroud, W. K. Logadon,

Dallas, formerly of Corsicana, now 
In the Naval Medical work. 
Local Work Stressed. 


Dr. Dudgeon strewed the work 


of the county medical societies for 
preventative and public health con- 
trol In their respective communi- 
ties. 
He said the state medical 


meetings brought the finest speak- 
ers and experts for papers and ad- 
dresses, and outlined the responsi- 
bility of the profession In war and 
after hostilities have ceased.

:lng Hitler's genius for leadership, 
ie might be expected to be the last 
:o claim that his training fitted 
itm for a position demanding the 
highest type of military skill, and 
to feel that there Is no one else 
capable of leading his armies. 


Rather, It seems to me, he is 


faced with a. great crisis In which 
either (1) he is forced to depend 
upon the personal hold which he 
lias on his people or (2) he and Von 
Brauchitsch havo disagreed on a 
vital military Issue. 


It may be that Herr Hitler Is 


compelled to use all his power of 
leadership In order to meet the re- 
action of his people to the great 
defeat suffered by German arms 
In Russia. That operation, which 
Is still developing dangerously for 
the Nazis, certainly takes some ex- 
plaining. 


It Is equally 
possible that the 


fuehrer wants to undertake some- 
thing that his commander In chief 
felt suicidal. 
There are several 


guesses along that line. About the 
wildest thing one could think of 
would be an attempt 
to invade 


England at this time of year. The 
German high command undoubted- 
ly would balk at such a rash ad- 
venture, but Hitler says he is work-

guilty of coercing its employes In 
violation of the Wagner Act. 
The court said that 
the law 
contained no injunction 
against 


expressions by employers but that 
under certain circumstances such 
utterances, 
in 
conjunction with 
other. acts, might constitute Ille- 
gal coercion. 
Justice Murphy made this as-' 
sertion in a 7 to 0 opinion return- 
ing to the labor. board litigation 
Involving the Virginia Electric and 
Power Company-rfor ."a redeterm- 
Ination of the issues in the light 
of this opinion." 
The board had found that a 
union of company employes was 
a company dominated union but 
the Supreme Court said that this 
conclusion "seems based heavily 
upon findings which are not free 
from ambiguity and doubt."
